After Bold and Adventurous Ride Junction is Formed in Region of 
Kut El Amara—Route Taken by Russians is Not Known—Turks 
Have Evacuated Bethaiessa and Have Lost Dujailam Redoubt.

LODON, May 21.—The Russians 
have achieved in part one of thetr 


main objectives in Asiatic Turkey—the 
joining of hands with the British al- 
lies fighting against the Turks on the 
Tigris river, Without preliminary 
unnouncement, and apparently quite 
unexpectedly, a force of Russian cav- 
airy, “after a bold and adventurous 
ride,” has formed a junction with the 
British General Gorringe, on the right 
bank of the Tigris, in the region of 
Kut-El-Amara, where only recently a 
British force under General Town- 
shend, after a long viere was forced 
to capitulate to the Turks, 

How the Russians made their ad- 
vanee—whether along the Tigris val- 
ley past Bagdad or down through 
Versin—has not been made known, 
Coincident with their arrival, however 
comes a report the the Turks nave 


evacuated Bethuie their advaneed

Advanced Italian posts repulsed an- 
other attack in the Sugana valley, but 
afterwards withdrew to their lines of 
support.

lay the Russian forces swept onward 
toward Khanikin, In front of | this 
point the Turks have now constructed 
fortifications and considerably rein- 
forced by troops from other points in 
Mesopotamia, are said to be prepared 
to defend Khanikin with every means 
in their posséssion,

overcome and it is expected that a

Army Reorganization Bill 
is Sent up For 
Signature 


PROVIDES FOR BIG 
INCREASE IN ARMY 


Plan to Spend More Than 
3illion Dollars in Five 
Years

WASHINGTON, May 21—Congress 
yesterday completed ‘is part in enact- 
ment of the first of the administra- 
tion preparedness measures, the army 
re-organization bill, and set the men- 
sure up to President Wilson for his 
signature, 

The house approved with only 
dissenting votes the conference report 
on the army measure, which already 
had been accepted by the senate. It 
provides for a regular army with a 
peace strength of more than 200,000 
men, backed up by a federal national 
guard of more than 400,000, and car- 
ries many re-organization features 
worked out by war department officials 
to make the nation’s fighting arm 
more efficient.

Young German Found Guilty Of 
Forgery in Vancouver Gets 
Two Years

VANCOUVER, May 21.—Two yeurs 
in the’ penitehtidiry, Was tite sentence 
imposed on Fred G, Leman yesterday 
by Judge MelInnis, on the charge of 
forgery. Leman, who is a young Ger- 
man, Was taken from the Seattle train 
on this side of the border as he was 
making an attempt to get out of the 
country.

Leman was arrested on a charge of 
forging a letter of recommendation 
from Dr. Kelly, of Nanaimo, for whom 
the accused had worked, to Dr, Fin- 
lay, of Vancouver. The forged letter 
was only one of several forged do 
ments Leman had in his possession 
when arrested, another document, a 
discharge from one of the prairie 
battalions, being forged to make = it 
ie that he had served in the Galli- 
poli campaign, The accused had serv- 
edin an Edmonton battalion and had 
secured His discharge, beenuse as ne 
had written in the letter he was afraid 
that if he went to the front he would

SAFE STOLEN FROM STORE AND 
BURIED IN BUSHES IN WEST END 


Daring Robbery Committed at First and Nelson Saturday Night or 
Sunday Morning—Police, by Clever Work, Locate Safe and 
Rig in Which it Was Carried Away—Two 
Suspects Are Arrested. 


fo stolen a safe from 
the harness and saddlery shop of 
George Schevendt, First and Nelson 
street, Saturday night, two men were 
taken into the custody of the police 
Sunday night, after some very clever 
Sherlock Holmes work on the part of 
Chief Inspector Shaw, Inspector Shute 
and Detective Matz, of the city detec- 
tive department. 

Without a clew to follow except that 
a rig had been stolen from the New 
Method Laundry Saturday night, the 
detectives started upon their work. 
Tracing the wheel marks of the rig 
and those of the two men who drew 
it to the rear of the saddlery shop, 
evidence soon presented itself that a 
much graver robbery was connected 
with the theft of the rig than had been 


anticipated, 

The rear door of the saddlery shop 
had been broken into, a large hole 
being knocked through the panel and 
the door evidently unbolted from the 
The safe, which was a com- 


Alleged to he 


inside. 
paratively small one, had been re- 
moved in the rig and then wheeled 


away by the thieves, 

Tracing the feet and whel tracks 
along Nelson to 12th street, the safe 
was unloaded at 13th and Columbia 
streets, near a caboose, which is used 
as a boarding car by the men arrest- 
ed last night. The rig was then taken 
five blocks west to 48th street and 
abandoned in some bushes, After a 
two hours’ search in the vicinity of 
where the safe was unloaded, it was 
discovered completely buried and con- 


cealed about 100 feet from the ca- 
boose, 
Hurriedly Buried, 
The safe had evidently been hur- 
riedly buried immediately after un- 


londing, and had not yet been broken 
into by the thieves. It contained some 
valuable papers and a sum of money. 
The clever work of Inspectors Shaw 
and Shute, with that of Matz, in trac- 
ing the tracks of the robbers from the 
First street saddlery shop was re- 
sponsible for the final recovery of the 
safe and subsequently the rig. 

As Proprietor Pentford, of the New 
Method Laundry, phoned in the com- 
plaint of the theft of the rig at 9 
o'clock Sunday morning, the detectives 
had only a few hours to work on the 
case and they unravelled the clues in 
such an expert manner thaé both 
stolen articles were discovered and 
recovered in a remarkably short time. 

Suspects Arested, 

Both suspects in the case were 
brought to police headquarters at 
10:45 last night, one man being taken 
early in the evening, and the other on 
coming home to the boarding caboose 
for the night. The detectives were 
waiting for him on arrival, and im- 
mediately placed him under arrest. 

One of the men is known to have 
had «a good record, having ben em- 
ployed as a carpenter by the C.N.R. 
for a number of years, and while the 
circumstancial evidence is strong 
against the two suspects taken, there 
is a possibility that the safe may have 
been unloaded close to the caboose to 
throw the suspicion of its robbery on 
the occupants of the car, ‘When taken 
into custody, both men denied = any 
knowledge of the affair, bevond re- 
membering seeing the rig in the vi- 
cinity some time in the evening.

DEALS WITH 
ROSS RIFLE 


Says That Criticism Will Be 
Encouraging To 
enemies 


BLAMES AMMUNITION 
FOR MUCH OF TROUBLE 


Question of Utility is Left 
With Sir Douglas 
Haig 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May 21—The following 
statement was handed out by the go- 
vernment Saturday afternoon: 

“An Ottawa newspaper has seen nt 
to publish some extracts from a tr 
vonal letter, said to havo been written 
by General Alderson to Major-General 
Gwatkin, in criticism of the Ross rifle. 
The authority of General Gwatkin to 
so publish was not asked or obtained. 
Needless to add, the authority of the 
press censor for Canada was not 
sought. 

“The Ross rifle, like every other 
weapon in its earlier experience, has 
its champions and its detractors. 
People of sense in earnest to help their 
country in these trying days, are not 
rushing into print to air adverse views 
as to our chief active service weapon. 
Confidence in that weapon is as essen- 
tial to the soldier who bears it as con- 
fidence in his commanding officer. A 
Canadian colonel, writing from the 
trenches in defence of the work of the 
Canadian rifle, asserts that confidencs 
in the weapon is as all-important as 
that the weapon should be good. 

Says News Encourages Enemics. 

“On the other hand, it is diMcult to 
conceive of any news more encourag- 
ing to the enemies of our country, than 
to learn that a British officer of au- 
thority considers the rifle of his divi- 
sion inefficient, At this most critical 
time in the history of Canada’s part in 
the conflict in France, the publication 
of matter such as the letter in quos- 
tion is emphaticaly unfortunate and 
reprehensible, 

“The outbreak of the present war 
afforded the first active service test of 
the efficiency of the Ross rifle, This 
test has been watched and followed 
with care and thoroughness, Where 
the best opinion advised improve- 
ments, such improvements have been 
made, 

Projudice..has been met. with and 
honest criticism has been encounter- 
ed, It was only to be expected that 
those acustomed for years to another 
rifle, and that the rifle of their own 
country, should be Inclined to view the 
introduction of the Canadian weapon 
as an innovation, It was also to be 
expected that the confidence of the 
best friends of a weapon heretofore 
untried in actual war, Not unnatur- 
ally, then, varying opinions have come 
both from the camps in Britain and 
from the trenches, and from officers of 
high rank and low, as to the relative 
merits of the Canadian and British 
arm, 

Weight of Opinion Favors Ross, 

“It is most important that the Cana- 
dian people realize the weight of opi- 
nion that supports the Ross rifle as an 
active service weapon, and a few quo- 
tations are given, expressive of the 
views of men in whom the public will 
have confidence, 

“The conclusions arrived at are the 
results of actual tests and of the ex- 
tended use of the Ross rifle as im- 
proved for months in the trenches, In 
this connection it must be remembered 
that in certain engagements in tho 
spring of 1915, some defective am- 
munition, which appears to have been 
hurriedly provided after the outbreak 
of the war, was unfortunately suppli- 
ed the forces at the front. It is uni- 
versally agreed that this ammunition 
was responsible for much of the dif- 
ficulties that occurred. 


Number of Tests Made. 


The statement gives a number of 
testimonials from prominent military 
men and also quotes the results .of 
several tests made. It concludes: 
Shortly before the regrettable inci- 
dent of this publication took place, 
the prime minister cabled through a 
proper channel to Sir Douglas Huig, 
commander-in-chief of the British 
forces at the front, virtually placing in 
his hands, after proper tests, the ques- 
tion as to the further utility of the 
Ross rifle, Sir Douglas Haig is a Bri- 
lish officer, trained and accustomed 
to another weapon, The reference tu 
him under such circufstances will, it 
is believed, be accepted as satisfactory 
by the public of Canada,” 


GIVEN VERDICT 
FOR $12,500

the plaintiff, with damages in the 
sum of $12,500, was found by the jury 
on Saturday in the libel case of J, A. 
Knott versus the Winnipeg Telegram. 

Judge Gault entered judgment, with 
costs, in accordance with the verdict. 

The jury stated it had unanimously 
found the Telegram guilty of libel, and 
had assessed the damages as above 
stated, It added, “We desire to ex- 
press our strong disapproval of such 
abuses of the Hberty of the press,” 

“I agree with you, gentlemen,” said 
the judge. 

Mr, Knott's action was based on an 
article which appeared in the Tele- 
gram on June 3rd, 1915. It called him 
“Gum-shoe Jack” and a “Gritheeler,” 
and coupled his name with t of 8. 
Hart Green, a well-known Winnipeg 
lawyer, in statements to the effect that 
the two planned to extort money il- 
legally from hotel-keepers, — _

1S OBSERVED 
IN THE CHURCHES 


Appropriate Sermons Are Preach- 
ed at the Request of the 
U.F.A. 


At the request of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta, Dr. Armstrong made a 
very strong appeal last night to the 
large congregation at McDougall 


Methodist for a return to the simple 
life, Stating that the agricultural life 
of a nation was the basis of all other 
enterprises and progress, the minister 
brought out in a very convincing man- 
ner the benefit that is derived physi- 
cally, spiritually and intellectually 
from a life on the soil and close to the 
lessons of nature, 

Deploring the present trend of 
vaudeville production which tended to 
weaken the morals of theatre goers, 
as he said did also many productions 
released by the moving picture houses, 
the minister stated that these were the 
results of the craving of the human 
mind for a churning activity of the 
mental powers, Anything that tended 
to this churning call of the mind was 
being accepted by the race whether its 
moral effect was good or bad, 

He impressed upon those present 
the need of training a child) when 
young the way it should go and stated 
that impressions that were made on 
na young mind were of an indelible na- 
ture, remaining « life time, 

Speaking on a comparison of the 
statistics of Germany and Britain, Dr, 
Armstrong said, “in almost every case 
the figures of the two countries go to 
show that Germany in crime, immor- 
ality and vice records is greatly in 
excess of that of Britain, Germany's 
national aim seems to be an intel- 
lectual one, summed up in their phrase 
Kultur, which they have placed ahead 
of every moral or spiritual considera- 
tion, The result of this is that Ger- 
many is on the decline, their life led 
by their scientists, professors and 
philosophers without a God is draw- 
ing them to material as well as spiri- 
tual ruin. Any nation that tries to 
live without God is doomed to a de- 
teriorating existence, which, despite 
education, scientific prowess and ma- 
terial accomplishments, ends in 
failure.” 

The morning service in McDougall 
was conducted by Rev. C. H. Huestis, 
B.A., D.D., secretary of the Lord's Day 
Alliance for Alberta and British Co- 
lumbia. His sermon was largely de- 
seriptive of the work of the alliance, 
and was of a very interesting nature. 


“ULF.A, Sunday” or “Farmers’ Day” 
was celebrated by a large congregation 
of Sturgeon farmers yesterday after- 
noon at the Methodist church manse. 
The service took the form of a united 
service, and the local United Farmers 
of Alberta were well represented, Rev. 
R. N. Matheson, pastor of the resby- 
terlan church and Rev. W. J. Conoly, 
pastor of the Methodist church, and 
president of the Alberta conference,

WATCH FOR SPRING FLOODS 
ON THE SASKATCHEWAN, 

The city, through Commissioner 
Harrison, is keeping strict tab on the 
river this year, so that ample notice 
may be given of any semblance of 
flooding. The Rocky Mountain House 
CPLR. superintendent informs Mr, 
Harrison that the government hyro- 
metric engineer has been granted per- 
mission to place a gauge on one of the 
piers of the C.P.R. bridge over the 
Saskatchewan at Rocky Mountain 
House, ‘Chis, says the superintendent, 
would indicate that the government 
intend to keep a close che at this 
point, which will insure absolute ac- 
curacy in any future reports, The 
superintendent adds that last year the 
water started to rise at Rocky Moun- 
tain House on June 26th, It continu- 
ed to rise at the rate of 2 feet per hour 
until night, and then rose a further 3 
feet during the night. It reached its 
height about noon on June 27th, His 
records showed that high water was 
reached at Edmonton about 3 o'clock 
on June 29th, This gave about 39 
hours between the respective times of 
high water at Rocky Mountain House 
and at Bdmonton,

All the pavement in the city has 
just undergone its spring inspection 


und defects noted where repairs are 
neded, This has been carried out by 
the engineer's department, and the 
contractors have been given notifica- 
tion of the number of square yards of

The city commissioners will decide 
whether each shall be responsible for 
purchase and distribution of the pow- 
er und the asumption of the capital 
charges or whether one department 
alone shall be responsible or whether 
a central authority shall be created, 

All details have to be considered be- 
fore reaching a decision, Although 
power is to be supplied to the city at 
1 cent per kilowatt hour, the 1.71 capi- 
jal charges have to be added,
